To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

Hindley  Urban  District  is  bounded  on  the  East  by  Leigh  Borough  and 
Westlioughton  Urban  Districts  ; North  by  Aspull  Urban  District ; South 
by  Abram  and  Ince  Urban  Districts  ; and  West  by  the  latter  district. 

A small  stream,  the  Borsdane  Brook,  runs  through  the  district  from 
North  to  South.  The  treated  effluents  of  the  Westlioughton  and  Hindley 
Sewage  Works  are  turned  into  it.  A streamlet  on  the  Eastern  Boundary, 
separating  the  township  of  Westlioughton,  receives  the  effluent  from  the 
Marsh  Brook  Sewage  Farm  of  the  latter  township. 

Hindiey  is  on  the  Coal  Measures,  covered  more  or  less  with  clay  and 
sand.  The  highest  point,  260  feet  above  sea  level,  is  in  the  North-East 
corner  of  the  township  ; the  lowest  point  is  in  the  South-West  of  Platt 
Bridge,  only  89  feet  above  sea  level. 

These  levels  in  the  Southerly  portion  of  your  district  are  cnstantly 
changing  owing  to  mining  subsidences.  The  sewage  disposal  problem  is  a 
very  serious  and  costly  one,  particularly  in  Platt  Bridge. 

The  water  level  of  Borsdane  Brook  at  Platt  Bridge  is  three  feet  higher 
than  the  lowest  level  in  the  district.  The  new  main  line  sewer,  lb  miles 
long,  wras  completed  m 1913,  and  the  Strangeways  Pumping  Station  in  1914. 

The  township  is  divided  into  five  Wards,  North,  West,  and  Central 
Wards  forming  a more  or  less  compact  area  ; South  and  East  Wards,  which 
are  more  or  less  detached. 
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The  population  at  the  1911  Census  was  24,100.  I estimated  the  number 
on  July  1st,  1914,  as  24,600.  Work  was  good  during  the  year  ; there  was 
a shortage  of  houses  and  some  overcrowding  in  consequence. 

The  figures  are  now  probably  too  high,  because  approximately  1,000 
of  the  men  of  suitable  age  have  joined  His  Majesty’s  Forces  since  the 
declaration  of  war.

For  the  first  time  the  water  closets  are  the  largest  group.  There  remain 
2,269  conservancy  and  pail  closets  to  be  dealt  with.  Progress  in  part  of 
the  district,  viz.,  Platt  Bridge,  is  impossible  until  a new  main  sewer  is  pro- 
vided. Your  Committee  visited  this  part  of  the  township  last  October 
in  re  the  insanitary  condition  of  the  backyards  and  passages,  and  the  possible 
conversion  of  the  privy  middens.  It  was  decided  to  get  out  a new  main 
drainage  plan  in  the  first  instance.  Owing  to  colliery  workings  the  present 
sewer  cannot  be  used  for  the  purpose.  Mr.  Abbott  is  engaged  on  the  work 
It  will  be  a big  and  costly  one.  When  completed  it  will  be  possible  to  carry 
out  the  needed  improvements  in  the  district. 

Scavenging. — -This  is  done  by  the  Council's  workmen.  Very  few  movable 
ashbins  apart  from  pails  are  in  use  ; there  has  recently  been  a tendency  to 
fix  the  Quine  system.  Privies  and  middens  are  emptied  during  the  day. 
The  necessity  for  a destructor  is  generally  admitted,  but  no  decision  has 
been  come  to  yet.  The  refuse  is  chiefly  deposited  on  tips. 

Sanitary  Inspection. — The  Medical  Officer,  Sanitary  Inspector,  and 
Health  Visitor  periodically  visit  the  whole  area.  The  findings  are 
classified  in  the  Inspector's  report. 

Premises  and  Occupations  controlled  by  Bye-laws. — One  horse  slaughterer 
and  two  tripe  boilers.  There  are  no  cellar  dwellings,  model  lodging-houses, 
nor  underground  bakehouses.  These  places  are  repeatedly  inspected  and 
generally  well  kept. 

Schools. — The  Medical  Officer  is  also  the  School  Medical  Officer.  There 
is  also  a School  Nurse.  It  has  been  necessary  to  comment  adversely  on  the 
lighting  and  ventilation  of  the  classrooms,  the  water-logged  condition  of 
some  of  the  playgrounds,  and  the  lack  of  cleanliness  in  some  of  the  offices. 
Epidemics  of  scarlet  fever  in  the  year  and  measles  at  the  end  prevailed 
extensively.  There  has  been  no  resort  to  school  closure.  In  scarlet  fever 
all  children  in  the  household  affected  were  excluded  from  attendance  for  six 
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weeks,  unless  the  case  had  been  removed  to  hospital ; then  contacts  were 
only  guaranteed  seven  days.  In  measles  all  children  protected  bv  an  attack 
of  measles  were  permitted  to  continue  in  attendance  ; only  the  child  suffering 
from  the  disease  and  others  of  the  same  household  not  so  covered  were 
excluded.  Measles  threatens  to  become  more  virulent  in  1915. 


Food. — Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  administered  by  the  County 
Council  through  the  Police. 


Milk. — The  same  procedure  follows  here.  Farms  and  cowsheds  have 
been  reported  upon  during  the  year.  I am  pleased  to  have  to  report  the 
cottage  converted  into  a cowshed  in  Sandy  Lane,  mentioned  in  my  last 
report,  after  much  pressure  was  pulled  down  and  a new  structure  erected — 
if  only  intelligently  used  by  the  tenant  is  well  adapted  for  the  purpose — 
but  on  a recent  visit  the  ventilation  of  the  building  was  bad  ; all  the  air 
inlets  had  been  made  up.  The  improvements  agreed  upon  by  your  Committee 
and  the  agent  to  the  other  sheds  were  not  carried  out. 


The  number  of  cow-keepers  on  the  register  is  55.  Actual  number  keeping 
cattle  during  the  year,  35. 


Two  purveyors  of  milk  other  than  cow-keepers  are  registered.  These 
have  been  found  at  each  recent  inspection  to  have  kept  their  places  clean  and 
the  milk  covered. 


. . Foods.— Foods  exposed  for  sale  in  the  market  are  under  the  super- 

vision of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  1721b.  0f  meat  and  601b.  of  fish  were 
destroyed  during  the  year. 


Bakehouses.  There  are  five  wholesale  bakeries  ; we  have  not  had  to 
make  any  complaint  in  these.  The  retail  bakehouses  have  been  on  the 
whole  clean  and  well  kept.  In  a very  few  cases  it  has  been  necessary  to 
temporarily  close  some  of  them  owing  to  infectious  disease. 

Fried  fish  and  chip  potato  shops  are  visited;  these  are  cleaner  than 
ormer  y,  but  still  leave  much  to  be  desired.  Bye-laws  are  urgently  called

The  last  item  replaces  ten  houses  which  were  back-to-back. 

In  addition  to  the  above  a considerable  number  of  houses  needing 
repairs,  structural  or  otherwise,  were  dealt  with  on  the  representation  of 
your  officials.  I have  to  thank  Dr.  Jessel,  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  the 
County,  for  reports  of  defective  or  dirty  property  received  from  him  during 
the  year.  These  were  dealt  with  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

When  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act  came  into  operation  I pro- 
ceeded to  work  it  by  dealing  with  all  the  old  and  insanitary  houses  in  Hindleg. 
These- included  the  back-to-back  property.  These  once  dealt  with,  it  will 
be  a comparatively  simple  matter  to  report  on  the  remainder. 

The  general  character  of  the  defects  were  back-to-back  houses  ; insanitary 
or  deficient  supply  of  offices  ; defective  and  leaky  roofs,  damp  walls,  poor 
lighting  and  ventilation. 

Great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  with  some  property  owners  during 
the  year  in  getting  their  houses  cleansed  after  recovery  of  their  tenants  from 
infectious  diseases. 

The  houses  are  mainly  four -roomed  cottages,  at  rentals  averaging  1 /- 
to  6/6  weekly. 

Seventeen  new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year. 

The  scheme  discussed  in  my  last  report  for  providing  new  houses  by 
your  Council,  is  held  in  abeyance  for  the  present. 

There  is  much  overcrowding.  The  scarcity  of  houses  is  given  as  the 
reason  for  not  carrying  into  effect  the  Closing  Orders  already  made  in  their 
entirety. 

The  dwelling  houses  are  chiefly  four -roomed,  with  two  or  three  bedrooms. 
All  new  houses  have  water  carriage  and  separate  yards,  and  150  square  feet; 
at  least  covered  with  an  impervious  material.  There  are  about  170  common 
yards  serving  827  houses,  and  these  are  mostly  unpaved.  . Your  attention 
has  been  frequently  drawn  to  these  places.  The  houses  in  Brook  Street 
have  no  yards  and  no  back  lights,  and  it  is  impossible  to  alter  them.  1 he 
condemned  property  in  Bridgecroft  Street  is  still  tenanted. 
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SICK  NURSING  ASSOCIATION. 

Your  Council  continues  to  place  rooms  at  the  disposal  of  the  Association 
for  meetings,  &c.  The  work  done  by  the  Committee  and  Staff  has  been 
highly  appreciated  by  the  medical  men  and  their  patients.  The  nurses 
are  always  ready,  and  willingly  respond  to  all  calls  for  their  services.  The 
Committee  deserve  the  assistance  of  the  whole  community,  and  it  is  to  be 
seriously  hoped  the  funds  will  not  suffer  owing  to  the  War. 

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Staff  consists  of  Medical  Officer,  Sanitary  Inspector,  Health  Visitor, 
Clerk,  and  assistance  in  the  Surveyor’s  Department  in  the  administration 
of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act. 

Two  men  to  disinfect  houses,  schools,  &c.,  attend  to  the  Ambulance, 
and  work  the  Steam  Disinfector. 

Hospital  Accommodation.— Consists  of  a small  building  with  two  wards. 
Originally  erected  for  small  pox,  but  as  there  have  been  no  cases  for  years 
it  is  used  for  enteric  cases.  The  permanent  staff  includes  a Nurse,  Matron, 
Night  Nurse,  Maid,  and  Caretaker.  Temporary  assistance  is  always  pro- 
vided when  necessary.

Deaths  registered  outside  were  mainly  those  removed  for  treatment  to 
neighbouring  hospitals,  but  chiefly  in  the  Union  Hospital. 

Corrected  Death  Rate. — Registrar-General’s  factor  for  correction,  as 
explained  in  my  report  for  1913,  is  1.1142.  This  gives  a death  rate  in  Hindley 
during  1914  of  16-8  per  1,000. 

The  new  hospital  has  not  been  built  yet.  I reported  twelve  months 
ago  the  erection  of  the  boundary  wall  and  the  completion  of  the  drainage 
of  the  site.  It  was  proposed  to  put  up  part  of  the  original  plan.  Early  in 
the  year  the  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officers  inspected  the  site — this  being 
satisfactory  to  them — a request  was  made  for  the  building  of  a pavilion  to 
contain  20  beds.  This  was  agreed  to,  but  the  County  Council  Tuberculosis 
Committee  varied  the  original  terms  offered.  There  is  some  prospect  of  a 
satisfactory  agreement  being  come  to.  In  the  meantime  no  work  has  been 
done,  your  Committee  feeling  the  cost  would  be  less  if  the  whole  scheme 
was  proceeded  with  at  the  same  time. 

During  the  year  seven  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  removed  to  the 
Horwich  Joint  Hospital,  and  five  to  the  Abram  Urban  District  Hospital. 
The  charges  at  both  hospitals  being  the  same,  namely,  £2  2s.  Od.  each  case 
per  week.  One  case  of  diphtheria  was  removed  to  Abram  from  licensed 
premises. 


CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK  DURING  THE  YEAR. 

Only  24  specimens  were  sent  to  the  laboratory,  and  consisted  of  sputum 
for  tubercle  bacilli,  blood  for  Widal  (enteric),  and  throat  swabs  for  diphtheria. 

13  were  negative. 

11  were  positive. 

The  Council  paid  the  cost  of  the  examinations. 

It  is  a pity  greater  use  is  not  made  of  the  laboratory  by  the  medical 
men  practising  in  the  area. 
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The  general  adoptive  Acts  in  force  are  The  Infectious  Disease  (Prevention) 
Act,  1890,  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907,  Public  Health  Acts 
Amendment  Act,  1890,  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907.  There  are  no 
local  Acts.

In  the  ten  years  it  will  be  observed  that  only  once  has  the  total  deaths 
been  lower  in  any  year,  and  that  was  in  1910.  The  principal  reductions 
in  the  deaths  at  the  age  periods  shown  is  chiefly  in  the  under  fives,  and  to 
less  extent  up  to  25  years.  After  that  period  there  is  a slight  increase  up  to 
65  years,  whilst  from  65  upwards  the  number  88  is  as  in  1913.

Meningitis. — None  of  the  cases,  namely  9,  compared  with  10  in  1913, 
were  thought  to  be  associated  in  any  way  with  cerebro  spinal  meningitis. 
Tlie  London  County  Council  accepts  the  contrary  view  that  the  posterio 
basic  meningitis  of  infants  is  only  a variety  of  cerebro  spinal  meningitis 
and  require  notification  of  the  same.  I would  advise  you  to  do  the  same. 
The  cases  were  not  tuberculous. 


Organic  Heart  Diseases , 29  ; 1913,  31.  The  death  rate  for  the  two  years 
ea  y tlie  same,  viz.,  1-2,  compared  with  1-27.  They  were  principally 

males. 


Cancer.  20  deaths  ; in  1913,  17.  The  death  rates  respectively  being 
0*8  and  0*/.  Careful  record  over  a number  of  years  fails  to  disclose  any 
cancer  houses  in  the  district. 

Bronchitis , 52,  death  rate  2*1  ; in  1913,  38,  death  rate  1*5. 

Pneumonia,  50,  death  rate  2*03  ; in  1913,  63,  death  rate  2*6. 

These  two  diseases  are  the  most  prevalent  and  fatal  in  Hindley. 

Ever\  year  over  100  deaths  are  attributable  to  these  causes. 

In  1912  the  Pneumonia  death  rate  was  3*3  per  1,000. 

Cirrhosis  of  Liver  and  Alcoholism.— 4 deaths,  in  1913-5  deaths  ; the  rate 
was  the  same  for  the  two  years. 


— 15  = 0*6  compared  with  10  and  0*4 
m 913.  None  of  these  cases  in  juveniles  was  associated  with  scarlet  fever.

I regret 
there  is  no  improvement  to  record  here.  I have  not  been  able  to  find  that 
here  is  any  great  use  of  abortifacients.

Death  rate,  0-04  ; 1913,  0-9  ; 1912,  1-94. 

There  was  no  epidemic  during  the  year.  This  disease  is  never  absent 
from  your  district,  and  is  usually  every  other  year  in  virulent  form.  Though 
the  last  outbreak  was  the  most  fatal  of  which  I have  any  record,  viz.,  1912-13, 
with  68  deaths.  As  a rule  in  these  crisis  we  appear  second  in  the  death 
return  from  this  ailment  in  England  and  14  ales.  I pointed  out  last  year 
the  tendency  in  some  places  to  compel  the  parents  to  notify  all  cases  of 
measles  and  whooping  cough  in  their  households.  You  took  no  action  in 
that  respect.  In  comparing  the  deaths  from  measles  in  Hindley  and  other 
places,  I notice  there  is  an  acute  connection  between  measles  and  a high 
infantile  mortality,  and  that  our  own  deaths  are  greatest  in  the  most 
insanitary  parts  of  the  area.  It  is  impossible  to  give  the  children  all  the 
light  and  air  necessary  to  aid  recovery  in  a great  number  of  the  places  in 
which  they  are  compelled  to  live. 


The  teachers  give  information  of  all  cases  coming  to  their  knowledge  , 
the  schools  are  constantly  visited  and  suspicious  cases  excluded.

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Death  rate,  0-24  ; 1913,  0*12  ; 1912,  0-91. 

Six  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year  ; three  in  1913  ; and  21 
in  1912.  This  disease  was  very  prevalent  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 
All  the  deaths  were  children  under  two  years. 

DIARRHOEA  AND  ENTERITIS. 

Death  rate,  1 02.  1913,  1-4.  1912,  0-24.  1911,  1-78. 

25  deaths  were  registered  in  1914,  and  35  in  1913.  The  conditions  are 
much  as  before.  As  in  previous  years  your  staff  was  directed  to  visit  all 
the  babies  newly  born  and  under  one  year  repeatedly.  Attention  was  given 
to  the  state  of  the  houses  and  their  surroundings.  Hand-bills  were  distributed 
containing  full  instructions  as  to  the  precautions  necessary,  but  I am  afraid 
these  are  of  little  use.  If  bad  at  all  in  most  cases  there  is  no  intention  of 
profiting  by  the  regulations  suggested.  Food  is  not  often  kept  covered. 
Particularly  is  this  the  case  where  milk  is  kept.  I would  once  more  point 
out  how  important  it  is  to  have  back  yards,  passages,  and  open  yards  paved 
before  much  can  be  done,  and  last,  but  not  least,  the  privy  midden  must  go 
before  we  can  hope  to  get  rid  of  Diarrhoeal  diseases.  Not  until  our  backstreets 
and  yards  are  paved,  and  the  conservancy  system  of  sewage,  &c.,  disposal 
replaced  by  water  carriage  can  we  reasonably  expect  to  get  rid  of  this  scourge 
I produce  some  extracts  from  the  register  to  show  you  the  points  that 
receive  most  attention  ; I have  numbered  a few  : 
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14  mothers  went  out  to  work,  before  or  after  confinement.

In  very  few  cases  has 
there  been  any  bacteriological  confirmation  of  the  diagnosis. 

A number  of  the  notifications  only  come  to  hand  on  the  day  death  is 
registered  ; that  is  not  in  every  case  the  fault  of  the  medical  attendant,  who 
may  only  have  seen  the  patient  once.

In  a minority  of  the  cases  only  was  the  diagnosis  confirmed  bacteriolo- 
gically.  I cannot  understand  why  advantage  is  not  taken  more  frequently 
of  the  Widal  test.  It  is  certainly  open  to  doubt  if  all  the  cases  were  really 
Enteric.  One  doubtful  case  was  removed  to  Hospital  for  observation. 
Widal  was  negative,  and  it  proved  ultimately  not  to  be  Enteric  ; the  pro- 
visional notification  was  withdrawn. 

13  of  the  cases  were  Males,  6 Females. 

There  were  9 cases  in  the  North.  West,  and  Central  W'ards.

All  the  cases  were  followed  up,  and  in  consequence  of  a report  to  your 

Sanitary  Committee  on  the  insanitary  condition  of  Platt  Bridge,  a meeting 
was  held  there  last  October,  and  the  buildings  and  streets  I complained  of 
were  inspected. 

The  drainage  of  that  portion  of  your  district  owing  to  mining  subsi- 
dence is  not  satisfactory.  A new  drainage  scheme  is  being  prepared  for 
your  approval. 

The  milk  consumed  was  procured  from  farms  in  Hindley,  Abram,  and 
Westhoughton,  and  was  brought  from  11  different  farms  or  dairies  ; only  one 
dealer  supplied  three  of  the  cases  ; three  each  supplied  two  families  ; two 
families  bought  the  milk  they  purchased  from  anyone,  whilst  one  family 
never  used  milk. 

There  was  no  history  of  the  consumption  of  shell-fish. 

The  most  probable  cause  was  pollution  from  privy  middens  ; 15  of  these 
structures  were  provided,  one  water  closet,  and  the  rest  pails  ; no  carrier 
could  be  traced.

Of  the  four  fatal  cases— 3 died  at  home  ; 1 died  at  the  Hospital. 
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One  was  notified  as  tuberculosis  in  the  first  instance,  . and  two 
days  afterwards  as  Enteric  ; there  was  no  bacteriological  examination  ot 
the  sputum  nor  of  the  blood.  In  another  case  the  notification  of  the  disease 
was  received 'the  same  day  the  death  was  registered. 


Take  it  for  what  it  is  worth,  Hospital  treatment  compares  favourably 
with  home  treatment.

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  respond  to  the  suggestions  received  from 
the  War  Office  in  re  Enteric  and  other  diseases  ; all  soldiers  on  furlough 
coming  in  contact  with  infectious  diseases  were  reported,  and  placed  m 
quarantine.  A supply  of  anti-typhoid  serum  was  procured  for  treatment, 
and  a circular  issued  informing  the  medical  men  of  the  fact. 


TUBEHCULOSIS. 


The  tables  attached  give  an  analysis  of  the  cases  notified.  Immediately 
after  notification  the  Sanitary  Inspector  calls  at  the  house  and  prepares 
a report  giving  the  history  so  far  as  lie  can  ascertain  it,  and  inspects 
the  premises.  The  same  day  I notify  the  local  luberculosis  Officer  (Dr. 
Jessel)  of  the  Wigan  Dispensary.  At  the  week-end  all  cases  are  reported 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  (Dr.  Sergeant).  By  arrangement  with  Dr. 
Jessel,  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse  visits  and  reports  to  him  any  detects  or 
insanitary  conditions  discovered  by  the  Nurse  are  set  out,  and  a copy  o iei 
report  forwarded  to  me.  In  return,  I do  all  I can  to  get  the  conditions 
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remedied  ; between  Agents  and  Owners,  this  is  not  always  easy.  After 
defects  are  remedied  the  subsequent  visits  are  left  to  the  staff  of  the  Dis- 
pensary. All  houses  and  rooms  are  disinfected  and  cleansed  ; to  do  the 
latter,  it  has  recently  been  necessary  to  ask  for  authority  to  prosecute  ; 
permission  was  given.  The  notice  of  intention  to  take  proceedings  has  so 
far  been  sufficient.

MEANS  FOR  PREVENTING  MORTALITY  IN  CHILD 
BIRTHS  AND  IN  INFANCY. 

The  Midwives  Act,  1902,  is  administered  by  the  County  Medical  Officer 
and  his  staff.  All  cases  of  Puerperal  Sepsis  received  are  forwarded  to  him 
and  inquiries  made  by  his  Inspectors. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  was  adopted  in  1911. 

Nurse  Gregory,  C.M.B.,  is  the  Health  Visitor. 

I produce  her  report  as  presented.  Month  by  month  I have  asked  her 
to  report  on  the  deaths  of  the  infants  under  one  year.  I give  also  her 
tabulated  report,  with  her  notes  as  received  ; I have  not  edited  it.  It  com 
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tains  sucli  a condemnation  by  inference  of  the  privy  and  back-to-back  houses 
as  must  speedily  lead  to  their  abolition.  It  will  be  noticed  how  few  of  the 
mothers  go  out  to  work.  All  the  houses  commented  adversely  upon  have 
been  reported  to  you  at  one  time  or  another,  or  been  dealt  with  privately. 
I have  only  suppressed  names  and  addresses  of  the  cases. 

The  Nurse  leaves  a card  with  printed  instructions  as  to  the  care  and 
feeding  of  newly-born  children.  The  bottle  is  condemned,  and  yet  note  how 
many  children  are  artificially  fed.  It  is  proposed  to  begin  a baby  clinic  as 
soon  as  practicable  in  the  hope  that  a greater  impression  ma)  be  made  on 
the  persons  concerned.  It  will  be  noticed  that  Nurse  Gregory  did  not  report 
a single  case  of  poverty.

Nine  infants  died  a few  hours  after  birth  ; 13  survived  a few  days,  due 
to  premature  birth.  During  September  and  October  11  deaths  were  caused 
by  Summer  Diarrhoea  ; 56  died  a few  months  old.  Of  these  only  26  were 
breast-fed,  the  others  being  artificially  fed  at  the  time  of  death. 

23  infants  were  artificially  fed  from  birth,  and  in  most  cases  were  advised 
by  the  doctors.

19  cases  of  overcrowdings  and  several  dirty  houses  were  reported  to 
the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  have  been  dealt  with.

Two  cases  of  child  neglect  were  notified  to  the  Inspector  of  the 
N.S.P.C.C.,  who  visited  the  homes  and  warned  the  parents. 

Three  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  have  been  notified  during  the  year 
one  in  Hindleg,  one  m ITindley  Green,  one  in  Platt  Bridge;  the  last  two 
named  moved  fatal.
